, ncssed the first newspapers with their 
love' of scandal. The newspaper w.is 
]<nown ns early as ICn aa the symbol 
of the perrle's vlosire to know What 
was going on around them. 

Sir Francis Bacon 
''X typW-xi figure of the Oven- 
teeiith century was Sir Francis Ba- 
con who popularized scientific doc- 
trines. He perfected the Inductive 

_^ mothod of corccting facts and ther. 
forming a thcorj-. In this he was 
typical of the new scientific Inquiry. 
Even In the first part of the ccnlury 
there was a d-strust of pure science, 
l^oplo refused for a while '.o send 
their sons to Oxford when a chair, of 
science was instituted there. How- 
ever, by the middle ot the centurj'. 
Oxford was the centre of scientific 
Inquiry." 

William Gilbert 

Among the great scientists of this 
epoch may be mentioned ^YiIl;ara 
Gilbert, John Napier who invented 
logarithms, Petty the statlclan, 
Prince Rupert, the diarist Pepys who 
<xamined the experiments, Ilobî.: 
Boyle tbc chemist Clirisiopher Wren 
the architect ;uid Isaac Kcwton. 
"There has probabiy never been such 
a galaxy of scientists within the por- 
tals of the Uoyal Society.

Toronto Feb. :3.— Seventy-five de- 
legates representing eleven universi- 
ties and three organizations attended 
the Model Assembly of the Licague or 
Nations hetd here Thursday, Friday 
and Saturday. The Assembly was 
sponsored by the Toronto League of 
Nations Society and was under the 
patronage of Sir Eric Drummond. 
Among the speakers who' addressed 
tlie delegates .. were Sir. Robert Fal- 
coner, President of the University of 
Toronto, Sir Herbert Ames, six years 
treasurer of the League, and the Uev. 
Dr. Salem B'jind. 

McGJlI was represented by a dele- 
gation of six, led by Jack Snj-der, 
Vera Shlakman, P. F. Foran aid 
Martyn EstaJl. The JIcGil! acicsa cs 
represented Grerl Jiritain and Nicara- 
gua, .1. .Snydtr and V. Shlakman 
were cltcled to vice-presidencies at 
the opening session. 

Reports presented. 

The main business of the assembly 
was tho presentation and dlscus-iion 
of reports eight of which came bo- 
fore the de'cgate.?. On'Fridoy morn- 
ing three repprts were put before the 
assembly, tho first being, on tho pro- 
posed amendment to bring the coven- 
ant of the League Into line with tlio 
K<>lloK Peace Pact. The secoiifl wi.s 
a coiisidnralion of a reorganiznlion of 
thii J>r:>!.Tnf>iii f^purt of Intornitlonal 
Justice. The morning was closed 
«"ith a reoprt .on the probabilily or 
American Adherence to the Court of 
Inlernational Justice.

This 
forest is due to the heavy fall ot 
snow preserving the moisture In tho 
soil. In the western forest area the.-o 
is almost tropical vegetation. This is 
In British Columbia where the mois- 
ture coming from the Pacific ocean 
and the temperate climate givos con- 
ditions that produce the mighty 
Douglas Fir, which Is tho largest of 
all Canadian trees. 

Two Oeierti 
■ T-hero are two deserts In America» 
One ot these stretches from Alberta 
to Mexico, and the other la tho Son 
ora desert. In the desert grow planta 
such as the Prickiy pear and otlicr 
forms of Cacti which have great tape 
roots, enabling them to grow in the 
sandy soil.

SCORING eight points on 
Saturday the McGill B, W. 
& F. Club swept through to 
victory to win their first Inter-, 
collegiate meet since 1923, by 
two points. The Union Ball 
Room was packed to the doors 
'when the boxers and 'wrestlers 
sent the spectators crazy ■with 
excitement aa they displayed a 
tendency to throw • their oppon- 
ents right out of the ring, or 
crush them to the floor. Five 
knockouts out of seven boxingt 
bouts are evidence enough of 
the tenacious fighting spirit of 
the meet. There was not one 
slow bout, either wrestling or 
boxing in the whole evening, aS 
the boys from Queen's and Var« 
sity strived to overcome the lead 
of the red and white. 

Seats Filled 
Jlost of the seats were filled befor»' 
the actuaJ fighting began, and tha 
restles-sness of the crowd was more 
than apparent they waitL-il for -the 
tir«t contestant-î to appear. Sir 
Arthur Cur:\e was given a cheer that 
nearly raised the roof as he . entered 
to take his place near ihe time 
lieepers.

In lact. some merchants go aa far as to 
My that for certain lines o£ merchandising the 
south is the bett«r. 

Department stores, vrhleh up until recenUy 
were well satisfied with a block front, w even 
less, are now beeamine- so big that they -all -as- 
pire to liavin? a whole block, able to face all tour 
ïtreets. It is so on St. Catherine Street to-day. In 
time it may bo the same on Mount Koyal, Sher- 
brooke, Monkland Avenue, and othors. This ten- 
dency sh-es a speculative value to property in any 
block which houses a ble and prosresslve store. 

There is a notable tendency ot retail stores in 
the residential parts of the city to avoid street 
car linfj. St. Hubert Street is .a notable example. 
In former years, a street on which thé tramway 
lines were laid, was a tomptinp proposition for 
retail, store. . Thiis have Kotro Dame, Bleuryi Park 
Avenue, -Mount Koyal, St. Catherine, St Denl'a and 
other streets been built up as lotail streets. La 
1er cimo a nov.- trend. Storekeepers pro'errcd a 
strecet parallel to the carlines, but a block or two 
away. Only Mho .oornors -held -liiBh' value àlons 
the/street lines, because the people waltlns for 
cars saw the window display and went in to buy 
.IS an exctise for shelterinc from bad weather. But 
the ;nan who could not buy a corner lot Drcfcrred 
to be on the street away Ironj the car lines, llonce 
the St. Hubert development, parallel to St. Denis, 
and several other streets in analoeous situation in 
other parts of th« city. Study of t>>ia tendency 
may be of considerable help to the would be buyer 
ot lots in some of the districts that are just be- 
ginnlr; to be (Jtiencd up. and others that should 
soon be opened as a roiult of a new railway, street 
car and bridge developments. 

Slo^iy but surely, the churohes are moving 
from the downtown and business districts. Qne 
noteworthy example was the comblnlng^ of church 
buildin;, offices and shops in one, thus gettinrr the 
benefit of tlio hijrli icnl-produoinsr iposslblJlttes of 
the property they occupy. Others, on« by one are 
bens sold, aa thoy find opportunity to cash In on 
the value of their sites, and thus ralso hlg funds 
for charitable 'and cfxleslastlcal purposes. They 
move out into the more reslrleiitial parts, creallnK 
a demand for full-ljlock frimta or coinpleto blocks. 

As iiwlustrlal ,s!t« Ijccomc more and more 
scarce, tho factory follows the railway tracks, and 
wo see the tendency of Industry to move north 
and west, seeking to cet close to the rollway, and 
yet away from high land costs, heavy taxation, 
conge.slion of traffic and oliier difficulllpa. 

As the belt of industry linos up parallel to the 
railroad,^ behind it grown a bolt of working reai- 
dcnces, to homo tho workers in the faclorlos. And 
cuttlnt; throueb the residential bell, commercial 
atroets will ult^iatoly run. to accommodate the 
stores from which tho residents will- buy -their pro 
visions.

In California grow the mighty red- 
wood trees which are the largest In 
the world and some of these aro esti- 
mated to havo been living when 
Abraham left Ur of the Chaldeea to 
to the land of Cannan. Hero too 
tho so-called cedars ot Lebanon, 
aro not tho true species al- 
they are as gnarled and 
ancient aa the original specimens. 
Tho oldest tree in the' world, whose 
age Is reckoned to he five tho.usand 
years, grows In this state and the 
trunk Is fifty feet thick. 

There Is also a part of America 
not usually considered part of the 
continent, but which Is of great In- 
terest to botanists. This is tho part 
that extends out under tho sea. Thero 
grow tho many kinds ot sea weed, 
anchored to the bottom, with th>lr 
upper parts floating. These comprise 
the many kinds of algao green, brown 
and red. 

Meises and Llohans 

Growing on tho continent also arc 
many kinds of mosses and lichens. 
Chief among these Is tho trailing 
moss that depends from the trees in 
southern United States and Is par- 
ticularly known as tho Spanish moss, 
in tho tho north, in the barren lands 
thero nro many species of mosses and 
lichens.
